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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: All rejections are maintained for reasons of 
record. With respect to new matter, the claims are not originally filed and the claimed methods are written more generically than" set 
forth in the specification. Note that the originally filed methods bear little resemblance to those presently claimed and the specifically 
exemplified methods do not support the more general method claimed. With respect to utility, the method as written does not meet 35 
use 101 in providing a concrete, tangible, and useful result. A method of identifying similar biopolymers with a final step of determining 
• a likelihood that the set of biopolymer sequences is represented by a model does not provide a concrete, tangible, and useful result. 
Note In addition that none of the biopolymers within the claim has any known use or function. Applicant appears to be reading limitations 
found in the specification Into the claims. This Is Improper. 
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
